Washington—Senator Ashurst of 


Arizona, who paced the White House 
grounds impatiently and finally in- 
sisted upon an audience with Presi- 
dent Wilson in the executive .man- 
sion, has staVted a discussion as to 
where the rights of a United States 
senator begin and end and when the 
privacy of the president of the United 
States and his constitutional rights 
may be invaded. 
The Arizona senator was naturally 


anxious for Mr. Wilson to act prompt- 
ly on the mining bill because it affects 
so vitally his constituents back home 
but whether or not he adopted the 
proper course to compel early action 
is 'being debated privately by his col- 
leagues and officials generally. 


The position taken by many is that 


a United States senator has no more 
light to force the president of the 
United States to say when he will sign 
ot veto a bill than a senator has the 
right to insist upon -word from the 
Supremo Court of the United States as 
to- what its decision will be in any 
pending case. Moreover, those who de- 
fend 
Mr. Wilson declare 
that the 


senate hag been very jealous of its 
prerogatives in the past and any-at- 
tempt on the past Of the president to 
ask the senate formally what action 
it would take on a pending bill would 
be resented. The most a president 
can do is to "recommend" to con- 
gress and the most a senator or mem- 
ber of congress can do about a bill at 
the White House is to "urge" or "rec- 
ommend."Would Wait in Office 


Mr. Ashurst insists that -he wasn't 


trying'to influence the president but 
simply to find out whether Mr. Wil- 
son would sign or veto and when he 
would take action. Strictly speaking, 
officials say Mr. Ashurst had a- right 
to cool his heels at the White House 
offices and wait there all day if he 
liked as a protest against inaction on 
measures which he wanted pressed 
but to go uninvited beyond the offices 
into ,the,privacy of the executive man- 
sion where the president makes his 
residence is invading the domain of 
the executive. 
The Arizona senator went to the 


front door of the White House after 
ne found no noe at the executive of- 
fices from whom he could get informa- 
tion. The president's secretary was 
away for lunch and attaches in charge 
couldn't enlighten Mr. Ashurst as to 
status of bill. When Mr. Tumulty did 
get back he began tracing the mining 
bill and gave Senator Ashurst assur- 
ances that action would be hastened. 


Waits for Report 


The truth is the president always 


waits for a report from tho secretary 
of the department affected by any 
WHs passed by congress before ap- 
proving. The mining bill would af- 
fect the interior department. Secre- 
tary John Barton Payne happens to 


• be out of the city and will not be 
back before tomorrow. Just as soon 
as the president gets into communi- 
cation with Mr. Payne and finds out 
whether the latter thinks it ought to 
be signed, there will bo action. This 
is the normal course in handling leg- 
islation. And Mr. Wilson is given ten 
days by the constitution to make up 
his mind what to do about the bills 
passed by congress. He has until Jan. 
4 to decide and knowing the tempera- 
ment of the president, thero are those 
•who think that unless regrets are ex- 
pressed by a certain senator from Ar- 


" izona. it is likely to be midnight of 
• Jan. 4 before action is taken on the 


bill.v Mr. Wilson is not the kind who 
is stampeded into action on anything.

— Fear was expressed 
here today'that the "golden voice" of 
Enrico Caruso may never again be 
heard on the operatic stage. 


Despite unofficial reports from his 


bedside that he was "better," follow- 
ing a second operation in connection 
with his serious illness with pleurisy, 
the feeling grew among his friends 
and admirers that the series of mis- 
haps culminating in his present condi- 
tion mark the beginning of a decline 
in the musical career of the most bril- 
liant tenor the world has ever known. 


It is practically certain now that 


Caruso cannot appear again at this 
season of the Metropolitan grand op- 
era.

times suffered. 


Any advertent admission by those 


close to the great tenor that his con- 
dition may be graver than generally 
supposed is quickly followed by an 
official denial from 
his physicians. 


Those who entertain doubt of complete 
recovery of his vocal powers, however, 
point out that the doctors are always 
the last to admit publicly the gravity 
of a distinguished patient's condition. 
A peculiar example of psychology is 
furnished by the fact that many music 
stores report an unprecedented 
de- 


mand for Caruso phonograph records. 
Dealers were unable to offer any ex- 
planation other than the public be- 
lieves that soon the only way they 
can hear the "golden voice" will be 
through this artificial method. 


Is Real Actor 


Caruso, who was born in Naples 48 


years ago, lias always presented a 
strange admixture of carefulness and 
carelessness regarding his priceless 
voice. For instance, he defies preced- 
ent by his inveterate use of cigarettes, 
yet invariably sprays his throat after 
indulging in a smoke. 


An ability to act far above that us- 


ually seen in an operatic star, is sec- 
ond only to his vocal powers in his 
last achievements. His presentation 
of tho role of Punchinello in Paglia.cc! 
would have made him famous even 
though he were'mute. His one essay 
into the movies in which he played 
a difficult dual part, was a great suc- 
cess. 


Probably Caruso's greatest pride is 


his« skill as a caricaturist. He always 
takes great delight in lampooning both 
himself and his friends with a pencil. 


Jinx Follows Him 


The first of a series of mishaps to 


Caruso occurred a few weeks ago, 
when, in playing Sampson, one of the 
pillars of the temple which he tore 
down, struck liim on the head. Short- 
ly after, while running up the steps 
of the mimic theatre in Pagliacci, he 
stumbled and fell heavily, wrenching 
his side. Then while singing in Brook- 
lyn, a blocia vessel in his throat was 
ruptured necessitating cancellation of 
his appearance in several operas. His 
present illness began Christmas day. 


Caruso began his career as a choir 


singer in Naples at the age of 11. He 
made his operatic debut in Naples in 
IS94. His first appearance in the 
United States was in 1903. He mar- 
ried Dorothy Park Benjamin, a New 
York society girl, about 2 years ago.

New York.—Eamonn De Valera, 


president of the Irish republic, has 
returned to Ireland, it was announced 
here today by his secretary, Harry 
Boland- 
De Valera, who spent more than a 


year in the United States selling- Sinn 
Fein bonds and making: speeches in 
behalf of the Sinn Fein cause, has 
been missing for several -weeks. Here- 
tofore other Sinn'Fein officials in this 
country have asserted repeatedly that 
he was somewhere 
in the 
United 


States taking a rest Boland said to- 
day it was necessary to keep reiterat- 
ing this statement so that De Valera 
would have a chance to land in Ire- 
land without being apprehended by 
the British authorities. 


Boland refused to say when and 


where De Valera landed. It is assum- 
ed that he went as a member of the 
crew of a liner. 
Presumably, De Valera was return- 


ed to Ireland to participate in peace 
negotiations with the British govern- 
ment. Recently Prime Minister Lloyd 
George was asked whether be would 
permit De Valera to return to Ireland 
for this purpose, but he save no speci- 
fic reply. Later the Irish office made 
it known that De VaJera would be ar- 
rested If he attempted to land in the 
British Isles.

Since the arrest of Arthur Griffith, 


acting head of the Sinn Fein in the 
absence of Do Valera, the Sinn Fein 
has been without a chief. Sinn Fein 
adherent? expressed tbo fear that 
leaderiess the Irish volunteers would 
stray into excesses which would give 
the British an excuse to massacre 
them.

sacrifices as must yet be made.

SOME THINGS TO THINK ABOUT 
In approaching the new year there are 


some facts which it is well to keep in mind 
with respect to our material welfare. 


The prosperity of the individual will de- 


pend upon the prosperity of the country 
as a whole. 


In order that the factory may continue 


to operate and give employment it must bo 
able to market its products. 


In order that the armer may keep agri- 


culture in a flourishing condition he must 
find an outlet at 
satisfactory prices for 


his products. 


The merchant is the medium through 


which the products of the manufacturer 
and the farm reach the consumer. 


The consumer must buy if the merchant 


is to absorb the products of the farm and 
factory. 


Each is dependent upon the other. The 


farm and the factory can keep going and 
give employment only if the people buy 
what they produce. 


Prices may not be as low as some peo- 


ple think they slionld be, but prices are 
only relative. 


As a general proposition high prices 


and high wages make for better living and 
greater prosperity. Low prices and low 
wages make for low standards of living 
and meager average prosperity. The best 
examples of this truth are the low wage 
and low price countries of Europe and 
Asia, the lower the wage and price the 
lower the scale of living and the poorer 
the masses of people. 


The public must not therefore go too 


far in its determination to force prices 
down. It will only be hurting itself in 
the process. 
Prices in many lines have 


reached the level at which they should 
hold if we are to keep business going and 
retain the higher level of prosperity. We 
should commence to stabilize prices at a 
fair level and come back into the market 
or it will mean heavy wage cuts and more 
unemployment. 


There is danger of going from one ex- 


treme to another. Low prices in the sense 
that most persons use the term are not 
desirable and can only make for further 
depression, unemployment and ultimate- 
ly for adversity to the people as a whole. 


This country is economically sound. It 


is financially sound. It can retain its 
prosperity if it is determined to do it, but 
that means that every person must do his 
part. The people 
cannot refuse to buy, 


they cannot refuse to improve their sur- 
roundings, and expect prosperity to go on. 
The farm and the factory cannot raise 
themselves by their own bootstraps. It is 
the consumer who must give them life and 
activity. 


Much will depend upon how we face 


the future. If we put our shoulders to the 
wheel and make business, business will 
come, the factory will run full time and 
the farmer will be kept busy. But the con- 
sumer is the one primarily who must take 
the initiative. 
It is time to end the so- 


called buyers' strike. Prices will adjust 
themselves automotically, for we are as- 
sured of competition. 


It would be folly to lie down.

THE TREATMENT OF MIGRAINE 


The nature of migraine was described in the two 


preceding articles of this series. These periodic sick 
headaches are not neuralgia; not iwiVjiA-.v ;-.^.,J^."-"0. 
not "biliousness" (whatever that may be) and not 
caused by upset stomach, as far too many victims 
imagine. 


One subject to migraine or even ordinary head- 


aches risks too much in taking powders or tablets 
whose pain-relieving power depends upon the ace- 
tanllide, phenacetin, anOpyrin. antifebrin, acetphen- 
etidin, phenylacetamide, acetylpsalicylic acid or as- 
pirin contained. Whoever falls Into the habit of 
taking such drags regularly or frequently for the 
relief of pain or distress is malting a grave mis- 
take, for each and every one of them, though a quick 
enough pain killer, is also a poison in the sense 
that it depresses the heart and causes more or less 
destruction of red corpuscles and seriously interferes 
with the oxygen-carrying function 
of the blood. 


Many a deplorable breakdown-in health is directly 
due to the abuse of these too readily obtained anal- 
gesic drugs, and many a life has been tragically 
ended by unanticipated poisoning by such coaltar 
derivatives. No one should ever take even a small 
dose of such a drug unless he remains at rest for 
several hours after the dose is taken. Instead of 
carte blanch to dispense such poisons, such subtle 
poisons indiscriminately, and even with an unblush- 
ing "guaranty" of their harmlessness, as the simple 
purchaser imagines, druggists and ostrum exploit- 
ers'should be permitted to sell such drugs only un- 
der the strictest supervision, such as that which ap- 
plies to the sale of morphine. Yet there is positive- 
ly no restriction placed upon the indiscrinimate sale 
and distribution of any of the poisons named, and 
practically every alleged "cold cure," "neuralgia re- 
lief." "headache tablet or powder," "migraine rem- 
edy," "grip remedy," or "anti-pain pill" on the mar- 
ket contains more 6r less of some coaltar analgestlc 
drug. "All "guaranteed," too! It is a great business 
—if the public doesn't weaken. 


At the very beginning of a migraine attack the

A Sign of Decadence 


Eveh so, according to the best sci- 


entific opinion we can get, the rise of 
the prize fight Sa not a thing for 
Americans to be proud of.

prize fighting you usually hear a de- 
fense of boxing. These partisans of 
the ring flght usually fail to see that 
there is all the difference in J.he world 
between a taste for putting on the 
gloves and fighting, and a taste for 
sitting in perfect safety and watching 
the other fellow fight. The one is an 
evidence of healthy manhood, and 
tho other an evidence of manhood 
slightly gone to seed. 


The lust for battle is an ineradic- 


able and a necessary part of the hu- 
man animal. We are all effective in 
whatever we do just in so far as we 
arc bold and determined fighters. But 
as cities grow large and life grows 
soft, the need and the opportunity

physical battle grows less and 


less. Fifty years ago a man in this 
country was always in danger of be- 
lng_called upon to fight with deadly 
weapons or with his flats. But the 
the duel has gone out of fashion and 
fisticuffs are popular

small boys. We do our fighting in the 
law courts, on" the stock exchange, 
and all the relations of business, in 
labor unions, in legislatures, and in 
Congress. You fight the boss for a 
raise, and your wife fights for a cer- 
tain social position. Life remains a 
battle, but it ceases to be a physical 
battle.

mental one*. 
These 
civilize* 


struggles may sharpen oar brain* 
but they do not harden our nerves. 
A man who can face a left swing a 
his Jaw can also face a threaten* 
catastrophe In his bu*lne«. And the 
man who would wince from a blow 
is also apt to wlnee from the gaff in 
business or politics. 


We try to avoid thia decay of toe

We can no longer 
fight directly and so we like to fight 
vicariously. Hence we gather around 
a ring and watch a couple of fellows 
pummel each other with blows which 
we could neither deliver nor endure. 


We will pay as a people ten times 


as much to witness that spectacle as 
we will to see anything In the theater, 
even a musical comedy. And not one 
in a thousand of the chaps who gath- 
er at the ringside ever had a glove 
on in his life, or ever will have. He 
is a staunch defender of the "man- 
ly art." But for him it represents no 
Urt manlier than that of sitting on a 
hard bench and smoking a cigar. 


As life grows soft and easy all the 


sports and amusements of a. people 
have this 
tendency to 
degenerate 


from games in which all participate 
into spectacles in which a few do the 
work and thousands 
look on. 
You 


can trace 
the same line of develop- 


ment in dancing, for instance. In a 
young civilization like ours, dancing 
is a sport in which everyone partici- 
pates. 
Far from being a dangerous 


or immoral one, as some of our re- 
formers would have us believe, it is 
a social safety valve. The young folks 
dance 
off certain 
energies 
which 


would 
otherwise 
b« dangerous to 


them and to society as constituted.

In old and decadent civilizations, 


like that of the near Bast, for ex- 
ample, dancing always degenerates 
from a sport into a spectacle. In the 
Orient the dancing is an done by girls 
who are hired for the purpose, and the 
men merely watch. It is then that 
dancing 
becomes a really degener- 


ative amusement, for it awakens lib- 
idinous energies without providing an 
outlet for them. 


You can see our own social dancing 


going through the same process and 
toward tho same goal.

brisk 


waltzes, polkas and square dances of 
a generation ago were lively exercises 
compared to the langorons shimmies 
and fox trots of today. We are gener- 
ally 
becoming too fat and la*y to 


shake a foot And at the same time 
you see the dance as a spectacle ris- 
ing in favor. Already at the cabarets, 
hired dancers occupy the floor for a 
good part of the time.

a people too aoft to fight . Shall we 
then, as the reformers urge, 
forbid 


prize fighting? No. because the pro- 
hibition would not work, any more 
than a good many other prohibitions 
have not worked.

it will get an indirect 


one. 
A better way would be to have 


boxing taught in all the schools, and 
to make our champions instructors 
of boxing in the universities.

It would be to learn by watching an 
expert, and he would 
over bloody knockouts 


not so gloat 
because he

The cost of production of represen

After a year in 
vestigation and practical determina 
tion on their own farms, these men 
gathered in Madison last week an< 
spent several days in conference to 
decide definitely on the cost of rais 
ing oats, corn, potatoes and hay on 
Wisconsin farms. 


Oats which the farmer now sell 


for 4S cents a bushel were found t 
cost the average farmer 82 cents a 
bushel to produce. Corn for which th 
farmer received 77.8 cents a bushe 
during December cost him J1.03M: tc 
produce. Potatoes cost the farmer ap 
proximately ?1.50 a hundred weigh 
to raise and sold for $1.1S. Hay whicl 
cost $13.35 a ton to produce returnee 
$21.21 for the better grade. 


"The welfare of a society require 


that agriculture be established as J 
prosperous and remunerative busi 
ness," Edward Nordman, director o 
the division of markets, said in com 
meriting on the report. "The figure 
we have gathered showed that agrieul 
ture is now and has been a relatively 
unprofitable business. This, conditioi 
can not continue without disastrou 
effects upon the country as, a whole.

Water power in use in the state 


totals 275,000 theoretical horsepower, 
the commission announces, with 250,-

velopment without excessive expense 
are classified. Two or three million 
more horsepower is said to exist which 
might eventually be put in use. 


Two applications for development 


were received and granted by the com- 
mission in 1919. These involved a total 
of. 1,450 horsepower, and both are now 
under construction, one for 850 home- 
power on the Yellow river and another 
for 1,200 horsepower on the Red Cedar 
river.
